NASHVILLE, Tenn., Kbv. 15.—A trag- 


edy which has no equal in the records 
of this state occurred here shortly af- 
ternoon Wednesday, when Chancellor 
Andrew Allison., of the Davidson coun- 
ty chancery court, was shot and in- 
stantly killed in the courthouse by the 
clerk and master of the same court, 
Georg-e K. Whitworth, who, immediate- 
ly after dispatching-Allison, turned his 
weapon upon himself and inflicted a 
fatal wound. 


Whitworth had served one term of sis 


years as clerk and master, and was 
loth to reling-uish the position, which 
is worth 820,000 per year. Since his in- 
cumbency of the place he has lived 
like a prince, and was accounted 
wealthy. Eut his term was.up two 
weeks ago, and, as the appointment of 
his successor rested with the chancel- 
lor, the latter appointed, his own son. 
Granville Allison, to the position, drop- 
ping- Whitworth. 


This hurt Whitworth deeply, and he 


has since spoken bitterly about Alli- 
son. They had not met since the new 
appointment was made until Wednes- 
day'afternoon, when Whitworth espied 
Chancellor Allison in a corridor out- 
side the courtroom. 


Up to the appointment of Granrille 


Allison to the clerk and mastership, 
great friendship had "existed between 
the chancellor and Whitworth. 
Whit- 


worth was instrumental mainly in the 
election of Allison, who reciprocated 
by appointing Whitworth to the clerk- 
ship. 
Both men were members of 


leading families in this state. 


Hon. Joseph H. Aeklen, who was 


with Chancellor Allison at the time, was 
the only eye witness to the tragedy. 
Chancellor Allison had only a few 
minutes before adjourned court for 
dinner, and was approaching the stair- 
way leading to the floor below when 
he was hailed, from behind by Whit- 
worth. 


As he. turned around Whitworth fired 


two barrels of a shotgun into his body, 
twenty-two buckshot entering his side, 
breast and hands. 
Chancellor Allison 


fell to the floor, gasped once or twice, 
and was dead. Then setting the gun 
against the wall, Whitworth pulled a 
revolver from his pocket, and placing 
it against his breast, in the region of 
the heart, fired. 


By this time half a dozen men were 


in the hall and Deputy Clerk West 
made a rush for Whitworth, who was 
making a desperate attempt to fire 
again. West reached him in time to 
grab the revolver, but too late to pre- 
vent its exploding, the ball entering 
his body and ranging downward. 


The revolver was finally wrested 


from the would-be suicide, and he 
Balked into the minute clerk's office 
and laid down on the desk. Half dozen 
doctors xvere soon on the scene, and 
the}- went to work to find out how 
badly Whitworth was hurt. 
All the 


time he was as cool as a cucumber. 
He asked by-standers if Allison was 
dead, and upon being answered in the 
affirmative, begged for a pistol that he 
might end his own life. Shortly after- 
ward he was removed to his home, 
where, at 11:10, he is slowly sinking.

SUGAR AND SALT. 


Attorney General Oliiej- Gets Back at the 


German Government. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Attorney Gen- 


eral Olney has rendered an important 
opinion involving- the interpretation of 
the "most favored nation clause" in 
the treaty between the United States 
and Prussia. The question propounded 
to the attorney general by the secre- 
tary of the treasury was "whether 
salt imported from the empire of 
Germany is dutiable under paragraph 
COS of the new tariff act, which pro- 
Tides that 
if 
salt 
is 
imported 


from a>D3' country, whether independ- 
ent or a dependency, which imposts a 
duty on salt exported from the United 
States, then there shall be levied upon 
such salt the rate of dut3r existing prior 
to the passage of the act." As at pres- 
ent advised the attorney general holds 
that salt imported from Germany is 
legally dutiable. 'So far as the favored 
nation clause is concerned, the. same 
argument will apply to beet sugar as 
well as to the salt.

15.—Secretary 


Carlisle Wednesday approved regula- 
tions under section 9 of the new tariff 
act. This section provides that arti- 
cles may be manufactured in whole or 
in part of imported materials, or of 
material subject to internal revenue 
tax 
and intended for exportation, 


provided the same is done in a bonded 
warehouse and under regulations to be 
prescribed "by the secretary of the 
treasury. The regulations cover over 
sixty type-written pages, and pre- 
scribed in detail all requirements as to 
applications, bonds, etc., thought nec- 
essary to protect the government from 
loss or imposition of any character.

E1.ECTR1CITY "ON THE FARM. 


Country Life fllwy Bo Made l«i<l Laborlou* 


by • New Agency. 


Part of the growing difficulties oc- 


casioned by the desertion of! the coun- 
try and the crowding of the Cities wiD 
be remedied, perhaps, by isix years 
hence—in that wonderful year • 1900, 
which electricians set as a mile post of 
human progress—by the crowning- of 
steam's rival, says the New York Press. 
Machinery Is rapidly taking the dead- 
ening drudgery out of farm work when 
conducted scientifically and on a large 
scale, and is causing it to attract the 
attention of city people who long for 
the healthful fields.. Only the bodily 
discomforts of farm work have pre- 
Tented an exodus from the city to the 
country. 
Already electricity is turn- 


ing its attention to the long neglected 
farm work, and has discovered profita- 
ble results to be had by subjecting 
crops to current* of electricity. 
It is 


beginning to simplify the ponderous 
farm machinery, and as soon as the 
storage battery has received its finish- 
ing touches and can be applied to light- 
ening the farmer's toil and increasing- 
hia profits the farmer will be looked 
upon with envy by the prisoners of 
city streets and counting house walls. 
Those particular effects of electricity 
upon farm machinery and farm life 
are, however, visible chiefly in the im- 
agination at present, and are not at all 
likely to be realized in sis years; but 
one great change may be looked for In 
this direction in the immediate future, 
und that is the improvement of th» 
farmer's condition by means of good 
roads and the rapid transit which 
electricity ia almost ready to bring1, 
thus greatly enlarging his market and 
bringing him higher prices for fresher 
products, and also bringing him closer 
to the life and pleasures and stimu- 
lating- effect of the city. There is to 
be a wonderful change in farm life in 
the more thickly settled parts of the 
country in a very few years, and rapid 
transit will be largely responsible for 
it. The cheap transmission of electrical 
power must bring soon, many changes 
that will be felt in the city household, 
and perhaps the chief of them will ba 
the abolition of the cook stove as it is 
known at present. The small electric 
heater has already begun to take its 
place, and it-is almost certain that even 
in six years coal will be banished from 
a majority of the kitchens in cities ad- 
jacent to water power from which 
electricity is generated. When heat is 
wanted for cooking purposes it will be 
had at a moment's notice by the press- 
ing of a button.

of Some of the Gr«»t«r Stars

If our sun were removed to the 


Pleiades it would hardly be visible in 
an opera glass with which nearly 100 
stars can be seen in the cluster. Sixty 
or seventy Pleiades surpass our sun in 
brilliancy, Alcyon being 1,000 times 
more brilliant, Electra 500 times and 
Maia nearly -100, says Longman's Maga- 
zine. Sirius itself takes a subordinate 
rank when compared with the five 
most brilliant members of a groxip the 
real ma^nificanee of which we can 
thus in some degree apprehend. If we 
seek to know the dimensions, not of 
the individual store, but of the cluster 
itself, we are met with many diffi- 
culties, but,'on the assumption that it 
is approximately spherical in shape, 
we can calculate its diameter to be 
over 40,000,000,000 miles. If we think of 
the dimensions of our solar system by 
themselves or in relation to terrestrial 
mutter they appear stupendously enor- 
mous. 
Neptune, the most distant 


known member, has an orbit over 5,- 
000,000,000 miles across, but the solar 
system is to the Pleiades but a Lilipn- 
tian to a Hrobdingnagian—is but a 
microbe to a mountain—for a sphere 
the size of the solar sj'stem would, if 
it were spherical and its diameter that 
of the orbit of Neptune, be relatively 
so minute that it could be contained 
more than 400,000,000,000 times in a 
sphere the size of the Pleiades; in 
other words, the limits of the Pleiades 
could contain 150 solar systems as 
tauny times over as there are miles be- 
tween Neptune and the sun. It .must 
not be forgotten that though there are 
£,300 stars in the cluster, yet with such 
dimensions for the entire group vast 
distances must separate the stars from 
one another. In fact, 3,300 spheres, 
each with a diameter of 3,000,000,000 
miles, could be contained in the limits 
assigned to the group, and assuming 
equal distribution of the stars in the 
group, each would be at the center of 
a sphere 3,000,000,000 miles across, and 
therefore a light journey of 187 days 
from Its nearest neighbor.

THAT PERRY MURDER. 


It Is Said That Tluul Bennett AVill Con- 


fcss rind Accuse Win. Secrest 


of tho Murder. 


W. H. 
Courtright, postmaster 
at 


Limeville, Ky., was in the city today 
and was a pleasant caller at the TIMES 
office. 
Mr. Courtright says that the 


murder of Ed Perry is still the topic of 
much conversation in the .neighbor- 
hood where he was murdered, and that 
all sorts of rumors a-re m circulation. 
He also says that a near relative of 
Thad Bennett's informed him recently 
that Bennett, being conscious stricken, 
is about to confess what he knows 
concerning 
the 
disapppearance of 


Perry, 
Bennett cla.ims that he had 


nothing to do with the murder'of Perry, 
but says that he helped remove the 
body from the woods where it had 
been secreted for a week after the 
murder, helped fasten, the stone about 
the body and throw it in the mill pond. 
He claims to have been assisted by two 
women, and a gentleman whose name 
Mr. Courtright did not know. 


According to Mr. Courtright's infor- 


mant, Bennett in his confession will 
allege that the murder was committed 
by Win. Secrest, 
tor 
whom Perry 


worked, and who, it will be remem- 
bered, was suspicioned of complicity 
in the murder, when the body was first 
discovered. 


About a year ago Mr. Secrests resi- 


dence, with the contents, was destroyed 
by fire. The fact that the property 
had been heavily insured a few days 
before 
the fire, and other circum- 


stances caused suspicions to be enter- 
tained that something was wronff, and 
the insurance company refused to pay 
the insurance, and are quietly investi- 
gating the affair.

Secrest bein? assisted by several rela- 
tives. The body was hidden in the 
woods and then placed in the creak. 


Mr. Courtright says, that the above 


is generally known and freely talked 
about in the neighborhood.

crest is the son of the 1-ite Dr. Secrest, 
of Springville and always bove a good 
reputation, and his friends here and in 
Kentucky are loath to believe that he 
was in any ways implicated in the 
foul murder.

Cole-Williamson Case. 


Col» Owns the Island and the Scioto Must 


Get Back Into Its Old Bed—Another 


Interesting Decision—Prolate Crim-

the final adjournment 
of 


circuit court yesterday evening two 
decisions in cases of importance were 
given. 
The. .famous Cole-Williamson 


case waa' first decided.

knows what it is all about. The prin- 
ciple feature in the suitis for the posses- 
sion of what is known as the "Island" 
in the Scioto river. 
Mr. Cole owns the 


land on the east of the river and Mr.

But the 


river not long-affo took a litt]e jaunt 
eastward and cut a new channel -cut- 
ting off a large slice of Cole's land. 
Williamson put obstructions in the 
river to keep it in this new channel 
and Cole sued to enjoin him in that, 
The circuit court affirmed the decision 
of the lower court deciding that the 
Island belongs to Cole and enjoining 
Williamsons perpetually from divert- 
ing the Scioto river from its old chan- 
nel to the new one. Cole was also 
given nominal damages, one cent. The 
land in dispute consists of about 30 
acres worth from SSO to 8100 per acre. 
The costs which the defendent will 
have to pay amount to over Si, 000. 
A motion for a new trial was over- 
ruled and special entries on matters of 
fact ordered. 
Anderson and Farnham 


represented Cole, and Thompson and 
Grtce, Williamson.

If 
Mr. Funk succeeds in clearing Jackson, 
it will certainly add much to his fame 
as a criminal lawyer, for it must be 
confessed that things look dark for 
him.
